Problems Of Librarians Dis- 
cussed At Library School' 
Society. 



"Satsr., to w'.:cni i\o a;tr:l';:'.e a'.l 
the woes and miseries oC the woriJ, 
was the ■original propagandist," slated 
S. K. Sandwell, a former professor o£ 
economics and political science at 
McGii!, and t\-cl'.-kr.own humorist. In 
his address bc'ore the Library School 
Society last night in Redpath Library. 

Mr. Sandwell, in his opening re- 
marks, said that propaganda, which he 
defined as being a species of orgafi- 
iîcd effort to influence public opinion 
in one direction or another, '..as been 
an Important factor throughout the 
centuries in wielding public thouglit. 
The piays of Aristophanes were in- 
tended not merely, to entertain the 
Athenians, but also to have some def- 
inite political effect, and many similar 
eaiamplts can . be found scattered 
throughout the innals of history. 

The spoken- draina preceded the 
bouk as'a' means of propaganda, but 
.with thé îhvenlîon of printing the 
book was at Qnce seized as a means 
of advsncins theocies and ideas to be 
::nprc!sed upon the minds of the pub- 
lic. It is quite a c-ommon procedure 
in the present day, for an individual 
or group of inaividuaLï to dcfroy the 
cost of publishing a propagandist 
book from v.hic'.i they expect to gain 
EOtao material benefit. 

Highett Art 

Mr. Sandv.-cll went on to .'■ay that 
the problem confronting tlie librarian 
wag to recognize a propagandist boojt, 
for propaganda does not ahyays re- 
veal itxcif In the v.-t1t!ng.'"Just a.« the 
hlgbes'. an !s tho cqikjc aliiitii'. of urt, 
so the ):ight'2t propaganda is the con- 
cealment of propaganda," stated the 
speaicer. 

"To what extent does the proixigan- 
dist motive dimlnltri liie valuu of u 
publication'/" asked Mr. Sundvyell. "It 
roUi.lates it very Éeriousiy," he con- 
tinued, "bccauBO a man with such o 
motive baa Iilii limitations Imposed 
upon him from outside, Jlc Is aware 
of tiicEC ilmltallcn.'ï ond of ills purjioKO 
to diKiKui.se 11!» inotivts t'l liiat t'.c 
leader will not be awaic of Li^cjii. TUa 
propagandlpt is eseentlally a muii 
whoso attitude towards the subject lie 
^cala with Is llmilcd by. tho Intoresta

"Kor m>'sclf, I can only repeat thai 
t regard 'the Uank for Intornnllonal 
Srltlcmcnts as a great and promtning 
oxporUncnl", Y)r, Day told uionibor^ 
of iho C.Tnaillan Club at ii. luncheon 
nicclhiK held ycslcrda,v at thu Wind- 
sor Hotel. Ur. 1.1a y who 1» nssoclnto 
professor of economics then went on 
to oufiinc Iho origin, slrucliu'c, and 
functions of Iho Bank.' 

"On September JC, ms, Iho six 
government.! most concerned with 
reparations payments agreed at 
Geneva to set up a committee of ex- 
perts for the purpose of drawing up 
proposals for a completo and final 
îctticmont of the reparation );robleni," 
he said. 'Tho chairman of this com- 
mittee was an American, Owen D. 
Voung. .and their proposals .are known 
as tho Young rian, without Implying 
that Mr. Voung had any more to do 
with it than any other member. . It 
was one of the proposals of tho Toung 
Plan that a Bank for International 
Settlement should be established. 

Dr. Day st.atcd that according to 
the Voung I'lan the l.Tst reparation 
payment by Germany will be made 
on March 51, 39SS. He continued 
"This definite fixing of the final pay- 
ment Is clearly a factor ijf great Im- 
portnncc, it gives Germany the en- 
courgemcnt of seeing the end of .the 
road, and an Inducement to co-operate 
which wore both formerly lacking." 

Germany's Obligation 
- Anot'.ser great chango from the 
Dawc's Plan wa.s the advocation by 
the Young Plan of handing back to 
Germany of tho transfer problem. 
Xo|j-;U| Is ^Germany's own obligation 
to 'dbli^i'cf tho' annultl«3 In foreign 
currencies. 

"The Voung Plan, _ therefore, ro- 
stores fis:al autonomy to Germany; 
it involves tlio abolition of the various 
foreign cornnilsslonn nt prcssnl 
operating in (Jcrmany — but It requires 
.some e.\lernal, financial, a*id non- 
political authority to act on behalf of 
tho Creditor Power» In the receipt 
and distribution of tho .innultlc.i. In 
co-ordliialing and i.-oiitrolllng llio ar- 
rangcineiits for tho commercInlI;:atlon 
of the unconditional annuities for 
cognate purposes. It was for these 
rosponKihllltlcs th.at the Young Pliin 
af]vo':ul';fl tlic r:M:il/;.';|inieiit of the 
Uuiil; )oj- liilenialioiial Hettleinonts."

E regret to note that McGill, who claims, and rightly so, 
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that: ,<^hc is the leading iniivcrsity in the Dominion, will 
not send a delegate to the Model League of Nations Assembly, 
to he composed of university stucTent-s fi*om^G*nadiaii universities 
and neighbouring ones in the United St^iies, to be held in Toron- 
to early on in the New Year. 

If there is anyîhinçr which marks the outlook of a modern 
imivcrsity it is the altitude which it takes towards world affairs. 
There is «n able outlet for the consideration of these affairs in 
.the League of Nations, and c\-En the old world universities, whom 
we generally 3ook upon as conservative have long been interest- 
ed in the working of the League. We might say, from observa- 
tion, that next 1o the Unions in Oxford and Cambridge that that 
college activity which has more influence with students upon 
fhair thinking is the League of Nations' Club. 

Nationally we pride ourselves that we have held a seat" on 
;thc Council of the League. Indeed, it is from that that we often 
-Trlaim that we have advanced to the position in the world which 
, :^vC/now hold. We who are r.o take the places of those who are 
;^n authority now should at least be cognisant of the manner in 
•Svbîch w^orld affairs are now dealt. If we are to isolate our- 
selves in theiuture then the.policj' of indifference is justifiable, 
■faut the very geographical position which we hold makes us pri- 
marily the bridge between the United States- and England in one 
.aspect. .and the meeting place of the. East and West in. the midst 
^Tdf "two oceans, in the other. " '~ ' 

Some few weeks ago a spontaneous outburst Avas shown on 
; the part of the student body towards Premier MacDonald when 
Tlie received his honouraiy degree. As with the reason of the 
Universit}% so with the reason of the students it could not have 
•been any other than the fact that lie was a man who had caught 
the glimpse of a great ideal and was working for better under- 
standing in the world. And now we go back on all our outburst. 
Perliaps it is because we have not yet caught such a gleam. 

It may be claimed that there will not Jje any practical out- 
.come as the students will have no authoritative voice. If we are to 
.look for tlie utiltarian consequence in all our intercollegiate 
!^cti\ùti,es then we will be hopelessly tied do>yn .to inactivity. 

Eut the findings of the Model Assembly are not the ends 
upon which it should.be judged. If we are to aim for world co- 

i.qperation then we must begin at home. The East has yet to un- j ,,i^ce or honour hclîi i>y iiynotism. 
r^derstand the West aright. Even after we have a mutual basis 
"'for our own country -we cannot jump too far afield for wider 
'mutuality. As much a.s our j'elations witli our neighbours are 
'friendly there have been times of strain and we have shown tact 
in bearing situations v.-hicli in Eui'opean countries would liave 
Î caused strife. The coming together of students of tlie various 
r;.i)artB of the North American continent will at least begin the 
[.cementing of closei* tio;^, the like of vrhich it is the aim o.f the 
',j.Leaguc of Nations to pi-ymotc.

How nil Iho different factors In the 
ctrnslriicllon ot n pliino coinpen.tatc 
earli otiior to prndiico .stability was 
told by Capt. M, Horlyn in his Initial 
Ipctnro hoforo tho McOlll f^ight Aoro- 
plano Club last night on the suibject 
of "Tho Stablllly ot Aeroplanes." A 
crowded linit greeted Iho popular leo- 
liiror who inndo' hlB talk both Iniilruc- 
llvo and aiini.sliig hy tho insertion ot 
liumouruii.4 storic.i and anocdolcs. 

Uofore llio actual lecture, L. O. 
Coopor, ground-captnln oC tho Club 
gavo n, fow po|nls on tho flying ot a 
piano. JIo apoko.on how lo lako off, 
land and turn In Iho air. 

Jn hi.") intrfidiictory remarks. Cap- 
tain Heriyn divided liia Biilijeiet Inlo 
two jiarls, till) purely theoretical and 
tho pr.n.cllcnl sides. Tho first half was 
nt Intcrost lo the tnnth'omallcian and 
the designing onglnecr. ho said. The 
second half, obtained from tests In 
wind tunnel oxpcrimonta and from tests 
on real planes, was ot Interest lo the 
experimental Hclcntlst and tho pilot. 
' Action Balanced 

There aro three kinds ot Instability, 
hn stated: longitudinal, when the 
plono either dips or rises; rolling, 
from side to aide, and swaying, to tiio 
left or rl.tjhl. Jn any ot thoiio cases 
llir; dfiviatlon • from tlic normal Is 
cunntcractcd by .'tlio action ot tho same 
force which causes tho deviation, on 
another part ot- tho plane. In most 
cases it is tho actloii of wind pres- 
sures on tiio wing which causes the 
faults and these aro compensated by 
tho action of tho wind pressures on 
somo part ot the tall. 

Captain Berlyn further explained 
how the different factors can bo dc-. 
lermined beforehand and tho, plane so 
designed cis to counteract these. All 
InsLablllty can bo accounted for and 
explained by .mathematical^ fomtulac 
and as these. have been tabulated by 
experimenter's the designius ot a 
plaiio as far as stability Is concerned 
lia.s been mado much easier. 

After Captain Beriyn's talii,- several 
ot tho audience asked him questions 
on tho subject which he had been ex- 
plaining and his answers served to 
clear any hazy points. This lecture 
Is tho first ot a series of four which 
Captain Berlyn wlil deliver at the 
meetings ot tiic Club.
